I beg leave to say that a very handsome medal will be made from the design of seal of 
Charleston, especially if done as seems to be desired, in an artistic style of treatment, I certainly 
think it would detract from the design to place stars on the obverse, it would also occupy space 
and this reduce center figure and I fear give a cheap look. I therefor would suggest that we make 
a design for the reverse with stars around border and wreath of Palm with thirteen stars at the top 
of wreath, placed in shape or form of a star thus making one glorious planet of the original 13 
stars, I respectfully submit the roughest kind of a design showing my idea. 


The cost of engraving dies would not vary whether two inches or 2 4 in. should be 
selected as the work is the same. 


Cost of engraving dies $250, cost of bronze medals $1.25 each.
